FUNCTION  AND  PHILOSOPHY 

In  developing  a  realistic  philosophy  of  dental  education,  the  College 
of  Dentistry  recognizes  the  need  to  relate  the  dental  school  community 
to  the  community  at  large.  The  maintenance  of  oral  health  and  the 
prevention  of  oral  disease  are  the  primary  responsibilities  of  the 
dentist.  In  discharging  these  responsibilities,  the  dentist  contributes 
directly  to  the  patient's  physical  and  emotional  health  because  of  the 
physical  and  psychological  relationship  of  oral  health  to  the  total 
patient. 

To  accomplish  these  objectives,  the  College  of  Dentistry  strives  to 
provide  a  climate  of  learning  wherein  the  acquisition  of  knowledge 
and  clinical  skills  is  part  of  the  development  of  the  dental  student  as 
a  professional  person.  The  education  of  the  dental  student  is,  there- 
fore, broadly  based  and  carefully  oriented  to  three  areas  of  learning— 
the  biological  sciences,  the  clinical  sciences,  and   the  social  sciences. 

The  acquisition  of  new  knowledge  in  these  areas  is,  of  course,  de- 
pendent upon  continuous  research.  In  its  pursuit  of  excellence,  the 
College  of  Dentistry  has  traditionally  maintained  active  research 
programs.  Much  of  this  research  is  directed  toward  the  investigation 
of  basic  biological  problems,  since  dentistry  shares  with  medicine  the 
responsibility  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  many  of  the  disease 
entities  yet  to  be  conquered.  In  addition,  basic  and  clinical  research 
studies  are  directed  toward  gaining  new  knowledge  in  the  mechanisms 
responsible  for  dental  decay  and  diseases  of  the  tissues  that  support 
the  teeth.  These  research  programs  serve  the  added  function  of  pro- 
viding training  and  experience  for  selected  graduate  dentists,  many 
of  whom  are  studying  for  advanced  degrees  and  specialty  certification. 

Finally,  from  its  position  as  an  international  leader  in  dental  edu- 
cation, the  College  of  Dentistry  is  acutely  aware  of  the  many  problems 
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of  world  health.  In  this  context,  the  College  has  become  a  center  for 
advanced  training  of  foreign  dental  teachers  and  researchers.  Following 
graduate  or  postgraduate  training  in  special  fields  of  dentistry,  these 
people  return  to  their  own  countries  with  new  knowledge  and  broad- 
ened experiences  in  dental  education. 

ORIGIN  AND  LOCATION 

In  1968,  the  University  of  Illinois  celebrated  its  hundredth  anniver- 
sary. Five  years  after  Abraham  Lincoln  signed  the  Land  Grant  College 
act,  the  "Illinois  Industrial  University"  was  chartered.  Eight  years 
later,  the  State  Legislature  changed  the  name  to  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

Over  the  years,  the  University  has  grown  in  size  from  fifty  students, 
all  male,  three  faculty  members  and  one  small  building  at  Urbana  to 
some  45,000  students,  8,600  faculty  members  and  633  buildings  on  three 
campuses,  the  original  one  in  Urbana  and  two  in  Chicago. 

Fortunately,  a  steady  increase  in  academic  stature  has  kept  pace  with 
the  growth  in  size  of  the  University.  Also,  from  its  very  beginning,  the 
University  has  received  financial  and  moral  support  from  a  variety  of 
private  and  other  public  sources  as  well  as  from  the  State. 

In  1935,  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  was  formed  as  a  sep- 
arate non-profit  corporation  designed  to  solicit  and  receive  funds  for 
the  development  of  the  University.  Among  the  gifts  made  to  the  Uni- 
versity through  the  Foundation  are  splendid  art  facilities  contributed 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herman  Krannert,  a  specialized  research  building  at 
the  Medical  Center  campus  made  possible  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Goldberg, 
and  a  generous  student  loan  fund  donated  by  William  W.  Sayers. 

Women  were  first  admitted  to  the  University  in  1890.  The  first  Chi- 
cago unit,  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  became  affiliated  in  1896.  Later, 
additional  Chicago  colleges  in  the  field  of  the  health  professions  be- 
came part  of  the  University,  Medicine  in  1897,  Dentistry  in  1901  and 
Nursing  in  1952.  The  extensive  University  of  Illinois  Hospitals  are 
part  of  the  Medical  Center  Campus. 

In  the  meantime,  the  influx  of  veterans  from  World  War  II  created  a 
demand  for  more  facilities  for  higher  education  in  the  Chicago  area 
and  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division  of  the  University  was  opened 
at  Navy  Pier  in  1946.  After  many  years  as  a  high  grade  junior  college 
with  an  unclear  future  as  a  part  of  the  University,  the  Undergraduate 
Division  was  authorized  as  a  degree-granting  institution  in  1961.  In 
1965  it  moved  into  greatly  expanded  facilities  and  has  become  a  full-

scale  institution  of  higher  education  under  the  name  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  at  Chicago  Circle.  At  about  the  same  time,  the  name  of  the 
Chicago  Professional  Colleges,  which  are  in  close  proximity  to  the 
Circle,  was  changed  to  the  University  of  Illinois  at  the  Medical  Center. 

The  University  therefore  now  has  three  campuses,  all  of  equivalent 
quality,  and  each  supervised  by  a  Chancellor  who  is  directly  responsible 
to  the  President  of  the  University,  Dr.  David  Dodds  Henry.  Dr.  Henry 
has  offices  on  each  of  the  campuses.  A  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  mem- 
bers are  listed  on  page  6  of  this  catalog,  governs  the  University.  The 
Board  is  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Integral  parts  of  the  Medical  Center  campus  are  the  Division  of 
Services  for  Crippled  Children,  the  Medical  Research  Laboratory,  the 
Institution  for  Tuberculosis  Research  and  special  research  facilities 
such  as  the  Research  Resources  Laboratory. 

HISTORY  AND   PLAN   OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  College  of  Dentistry  became  affiliated  with  the  University  of 
Illinois  in  1901.  It  was  founded  as  the  Columbian  Dental  College,  be- 
coming in  1898  the  Illinois  School  of  Dentistry.  In  1913  the  College  of 
Dentistry  became  an  organic  part  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  It  is 
now  located  in  close  contact  with  the  Colleges  of  Medicine,  Pharmacy, 
and  Nursing,  using  the  same  laboratories,  classrooms,  library  and,  to  a 
large  degree,  the  same  faculty  for  the  teaching  of  the  courses  in  the 
basic  sciences. 

The  curriculum  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
extends  through  four  academic  years.  Since  dentistry  draws  upon  the 
same  sciences  as  does  medicine,  a  number  of  courses  in  the  basic  sciences 
are  taught  by  the  staff  of  the  College  of  Medicine.  The  dental  student, 
however,  also  has  the  responsibility  of  learning  how  to  execute  the 
multitude  of  fine  surgical  and  technical  operations  essential  in  the 
treatment  of  oral  disease. 

Technic  courses  are  distributed  over  the  first  two  years  and  planned 
so  that  the  dental  student  develops  and  increases  his  technical  skill.  He 
is  introduced  to  the  treatment  clinics  at  the  end  of  his  second  year. 
Facilities  and  equipment  in  the  dental  clinics  are  of  the  most  modern 
design.  Fully  equipped  operating  units  are  provided  in  the  major 
clinical  departments  to  simulate  the  privacy  of  a  dental  office. 

During  the  fourth  year,  a  student  who  has  shown  special  aptitude 
and  whose  previous  work  has  been  of  a  sufficiently  high  quality  may  be 
permitted  to  pursue  advanced  work  in  any  department. 
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Each  year  more  hospitals  are  establishing  dental  internships.  Students 
are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities  to  gain  experience 
before  entering  private  practice.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  fourth- 
year  students  in  securing  such  positions  for  the  year  following 
graduation. 

CLINICS  AND   HOSPITALS 

The  dental  treatment  areas  are  on  the  upper  floors  of  the  east  section 
of  the  Dentistry-Medicine-Pharmacy  Building.  Here  each  student, 
under  careful  faculty  supervision,  renders  the  required  dental  treat- 
ment to  selected  patients.  Approximately  10,000  patients  are  treated 
in  the  dental  clinics  annually. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Hospitals  connect  directly  with  the  class- 
rooms and  laboratories  of  the  Colleges  of  Dentistry  and  Medicine  and 
are  utilized  by  them  for  teaching  and  research. 

The  Center  for  Craniofacial  Anomalies  is  an  interdisciplinary  unit 
drawing  on  the  resources  of  the  several  colleges  and  departments  of  the 
Medical  Center  Campus  for  staff  and  facilities.  It  integrates  various 
diagnostic,  treatment  and  research  programs.  Graduate  and  undergradu- 
ate students  from  all  three  campuses  of  the  University  may  utilize  the 
facilities  of  the  Center. 

Administratively  it  is  related  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  and  opera- 
tionally to  the  University  of  Illinois  Hospitals. 

Budgetary  support  for  the  Center  is  derived  in  part  from  the  Division 
of  Services  for  Crippled  Children  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Addi- 
tional support  is  obtained  from  various  agencies  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  including  the  Children's  Bureau  and 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administration  of  the  Social  and  Rehabili- 
tation Service  and  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 


LIBRARY 

The  Library  of  Medical  Sciences  serves  the  faculty,  students,  and 
staff  of  the  Colleges  of  Dentistry,  Medicine,  Nursing  and  Pharmacy,  the 
School  of  Associated  Medical  Sciences,  the  Graduate  College,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  Hospitals,  and  affiliated  institutions  in  the  vicinity. 
Its  collection  is  a  comprehensive  one  of  materials  in  all  of  the  subject 
fields  of  interest  in  the  teaching,  research,  and  clinical  programs  of  the 
units  which  it  serves.  Some  2,300  current  periodicals  are  received  and 
nearly  190,000  books  and  bound  periodical  volumes  are  available.  Its 
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facilities  may  be  used  for  reference  purposes  and  most  materials  may  be 
withdrawn  for  use  outside  the  reading  rooms. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Predental  Courses 

Each  applicant  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  must  present 
satisfactory  evidence  of  six  (6)  years  of  work  as  follows:  Four  years  in 
an  accredited  high  school  or  the  equivalent,  comprising  not  less  than 
fifteen  units  in  acceptable  subjects.  Two  years  of  work  in  an  approved 
college  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  comprising  not  less  than  sixty 
semester  hours,  including  prescribed  subjects  as  follows:

As  the  function  of  the  predental  years  is  to  supply  a  liberal  cultural 
background  for  the  student,  as  well  as  specific  training  in  the  funda- 
mental concepts  of  the  sciences,  electives  should  include  economics, 
history,  philosophy,  sociology,  and  at  least  one  modern  language. 

Applicants  are  urged  to  present  with  more  than  the  minimum 
requirements.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  give  preference  for  admission 
to  such  applicants. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  may  waive  full  compliance  with  the 
course  specifications  if  the  applicant  possesses  unusually  high  qualifi- 
cations. 


Predental  Grades 

Only  those  applicants  who  have  predental  grade  averages  of  3.25  or 
better  on  a  five-point  scale  are  considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Admissions. 

As  the  capacity  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  is  limited,  selection  of 
applicants  is  necessary.  No  student  is  considered  who  is  on  scholastic 
probation  or  who  has  been  dropped  for  poor  scholarship  from  the  last 
institution  attended  prior  to  seeking  admission  to  the  University  of 
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Illinois.  Applicants  who  meet  the  course  and  grade-average  require- 
ments are  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions.  All  students  are 
considered  on  the  basis  of  individual  qualifications  without  regard  to 
race,  color,  creed,  or  sex. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  for  the  College  of  Dentistry  is  guided 
in  its  selection  of  students  by  a  systematic  appraisal  of  student  perform- 
ance. Research  related  to  student  performance  in  the  College  is  con- 
ducted on  a  continuing  basis.  At  the  present  time,  because  of  the  heavy 
science  and  manual  skill  aptitude  requirements  in  the  dental  curricu- 
lum, it  is  particularly  important  that  candidates  perform  well  in  pre- 
dental  science  courses  and  on  the  manual  dexterity  section  of  the 
Dental  Aptitude  Test.  Other  criteria  for  selection  of  students  include 
letters  of  recommendation,  especially  from  the  science  course  teachers, 
and  presentation  of  an  acceptable  health  record.  Invitations  to  register 
are  sent  to  approved  applicants. 

Nonresidents 

Well  qualified  dental  applicants  who  are  not  residents  of  Illinois  are 
encouraged  to  apply.  Up  to  10  per  cent  of  any  class  may  be  non- 
residents. 

If  a  student's  parents  live  outside  the  state  of  Illinois,  he  may  apply 
for  classification  as  a  resident  if  he  is  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
entirely  self-supporting,  and  has  resided  within  the  state  for  the  twelve 
months  prior  to  his  application. 

Dental  Aptitude  Test 

All  applicants  meeting  other  requirements  for  admission  take  the 
Dental  Aptitude  Test  which  is  initiated  and  sponsored  by  the  Council 
on  Dental  Education  of  the  American  Dental  Association  and  the 
American  Association  of  Dental  Schools.  The  results  of  this  test  are 
considered  in  conjunction  with  other  qualifications.  The  test  may  be 
taken  at  any  one  of  forty-six  dental  colleges  and  forty-five  other  testing 
centers  during  October,  January,  and  April.  To  insure  full  considera- 
tion, applicants  must  complete  this  test  no  later  than  January  of  the 
year  they  wish  to  enter.  Full  information  may  be  secured  from

Health  Certificate 

Each  applicant  who  meets  the  requirements  for  admission  or  who 
appears  likely  to  meet  them  before  the  opening  of  the  school  year 
should  request  the  health  officer  at  the  last  institution  he  attended  to 
furnish  a  certificate  concerning  his  health,  both  physical  and  mental. 
When  the  health  service  of  an  institution  cannot  supply  the  desired 
information,  the  applicant  should  have  his  family  physician  report  on 
his  physical  condition. 

If  a  student's  application  for  admission  is  approved  at  a  date  so  late 
that  he  cannot  obtain  a  health  certificate  before  classes  begin,  he  may 
be  registered  temporarily,  pending  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  Uni- 
versity Health  Service. 


Physical  Examination 

Each  applicant  who  is  tentatively  accepted  must  have  a  physical  ex- 
amination by  the  University  Health  Service  at  the  Chicago  Medical 
Center  Campus.  The  student  is  responsible  for  making  an  appointment 
for  this  examination,  which  should  be  arranged  for  as  early  as  possible 
and  must  be  completed  prior  to  the  time  of  registration.  The  student 
should,  if  possible,  bring  a  record  of  immunizations  when  he  appears 
for  his  examination.  It  is  strongly  urged  that  each  applicant,  after 
acceptance,  take  care  of  any  needed  medical  or  dental  treatments,  and 
the  fitting  of  glasses  if  necessary.  After  the  course  of  study  has  begun, 
the  students  will  find  it  difficult  to  give  proper  attention  to  these  needs 
without  loss  of  time  from  classes. 


Deposit 

Each  applicant  accepted  by  the  College  of  Dentistry  is  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  $60.00,  which  is  applied  against  fees  assessed  at  the 
time  of  registration.  If  the  deposit  is  not  made  within  four  weeks  of  the 
date  of  notification,  the  acceptance  is  canceled. 

If  the  prospective  student  requests  cancellation  of  his  application  for 
admission  by  September  15  of  the  year  in  which  he  plans  to  enter, 
$30.00  is  refunded.  After  that  time  the  entire  deposit  is  forfeited. 
Should  the  University  cancel  the  acceptance,  the  deposit  is  returned. 

An  applicant  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission  but  fails  to  enroll 
may  reapply  for  admission  at  a  later  date  subject  to  the  requirements 
in  force  at  the  time  of  the  new  application.

Official  transcripts  of  all  college  records  should  be  sent  directly  to 
the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  from  each  institution  attended. 
These  credentials  become  the  property  of  the  University  and  are  not 
returnable.  Applications  for  admission  will  be  received  between  July  1, 
14  months  preceding  enrollment,  and  March  15,  prior  to  September 
enrollment.  New  classes  enroll  late  in  September. 

Effective  for  the  Fall,  1970,  a  $15.00  application  fee  will  be  required. 


FEES  AND  EXPENSES1 

All  fees  are  payable  when  the  student  registers.  In  case  of  necessity, 
students  may  arrange  with  the  Business  Office  for  a  partial  deferment 
of  fees.  There  is  a  small  charge  for  this  service.

Refunds 

If  a  student  withdraws  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  in- 
struction, refund  is  made  of  the  full  amount  of  tuition  and  fees  assessed 
except  for  a  non-refundable  charge  of  $31.00.  After  the  first  ten  days 
but  within  the  first  half  of  the  quarter,  one-half  of  the  total  amount  of 
the  tuition  and  fees  assessed  which  remains  after  deduction  of  the 
above-mentioned  amount  is  refunded.

Students  obtain  kits  of  equipment  and  supplies  assembled  in  accor- 
dance with  college  specifications  from  the  Illini  Bookstore  at  the 
Medical  Center  Campus. 
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The  instruments  purchased  during  the  four  years  constitute  a  part 
of  the  equipment  essential  in  private  practice.  In  addition  to  the 
expenses  listed  each  student  must  have  a  microscope  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  year  in  the  College  of  Dentistry.  The  rental  fee  for  a  micro- 
scope is  $6.00  per  quarter. 


LOAN   FUNDS 

Students  are  eligible  to  apply  for  assistance  from  University  general 
loan  funds  which  have  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  worthy 
students  who  are  in  need  of  financial  aid  to  complete  their  courses. 

Student  loans  are  classified  as  emergency  or  long  term.  Emergency 
loans  are  for  periods  not  exceeding  two  months  and  are  limited  to 
$100.00.  A  service  charge  of  fifty  cents  is  made  on  all  emergency  loans. 
Long  term  loans  are  limited  to  $1,000.00  per  year  with  a  maximum 
of  $2,500.00  while  a  student  is  attending  the  University  of  Illinois 
College  of  Dentistry.  Long  term  loans  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  three 
per  cent  from  the  date  of  graduation  (or  of  leaving  school)  until 
maturity. 

A  special  federal  loan  program  is  available  to  dental  students  under 
the  Health  Professions  Loan  Program.  Interest  of  five  and  three-eighths 
per  cent  begins  to  accrue  three  years  after  graduation  with  ten  years 
permitted  for  repayment.  Detailed  information  and  application  forms 
may  be  obtained  in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

General  Assembly  Scholarships 

Each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  may 
make  one  nomination  annually.  Holders  of  these  scholarships  are 
exempt  from  the  tuition  fee  but  not  from  other  fees. 

The  General  Assembly  also  has  established  one  scholarship  in  each 
county  for  descendants  of  veterans  of  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  or 
the  Korean  War. 


Military  Scholarships 

Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  provide  scholarships  for  veterans  of 
World  War  I,  World  War  II,  the  Korean  War  and  the  Viet  Nam 
conflict  who  are  not  receiving  financial  assistance  for  educational 
purposes  from  the  federal  government  and  who,  at  the  time  of  enlist- 
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ment,  were  residents  of  Illinois  or  students  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
Holders  of  these  scholarships  are  exempt  from  the  tuition  fees  of  the 
University. 

Woman's  Auxiliary  Scholarships 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  University  of  Illinois  at  the  Medical 
Center  at  the  present  time  offers  annually  a  scholarship  of  $250.00  to 
a  student  in  the  College  of  Dentistry.  The  recipient  is  selected  on  the 
basis  of  scholarship,  need,  and  adaptability. 

Health  Professions  Scholarships 

This  program  was  designed  to  enable  students  from  low  income 
families  to  undertake  the  course  of  study  to  become  dentists,  physi- 
cians, osteopaths,  optometrists,  pharmacists,  or  podiatrists.  The  prime 
consideration  is  need. 


Research 


FELLOWSHIPS 

Summer  fellowships  amounting  to  $600.00  each  are  usually  available 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  selected  undergraduate  dental  students  to 
develop  their  interest  and  ability  in  research. 


HOUSING

The  ten-story  University  Staff  Apartment  Building,  which  contains 
145  apartments,  is  three  blocks  from  the  Dentistry-Medicine-Pharmacy 
Building.  Students'  wives  who  are  employed  by  the  University  are 
eligible  to  make  application  for  a  staff  apartment  through  the  Housing 
Division.  Employment  opportunities  at  the  University  may  be  investi- 
gated by  writing  to  the  Personnel  Office,  University  of  Illinois  at  the 
Medical  Center,  P.O.  Box  6998,  Chicago,  Illinois  60680.

OFFICE  OF  STUDENT  AFFAIRS 

The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  is  staffed  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs, 
the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women.  This  staff  cooperates  and 
shares  responsibilties  with  other  departments  and  committees  con- 
cerned with  student  welfare  and  student  services. 

Through  this  office  students  may  obtain  general  information,  receive 
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personal  counseling,  initiate  loans,  make  application  for  scholarships, 
and  secure  assistance  in  finding  part-time  employment.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

A  candidate  for  a  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois  College 
of  Dentistry  must  meet  the  following  general  requirements:  (1)  show 
evidence  of  good  character;  (2)  obtain  passing  grades  in  all  courses 
of  the  required  curriculum  and  maintain  a  minimum  average  of  3.0; 
(3)  display  a  high  level  of  professionalism;  (4)  pay  all  financial  obli- 
gations due  to  the  University.  In  addition  to  these  general  require- 
ments for  graduation,  the  special  requirements  for  each  degree  are 
listed  below. 

Concurrent  Registration  in  the   Graduate  College 

Concurrent  registration  in  the  graduate  college  is  possible  for  well 
qualified  dental  students  who  have  earned  the  Bachelor's  degree  or 
its  equivalent.  These  students  should  rank  in  the  upper  quartile  of 
their  classes  and  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Dentistry  and  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  College.  Concurrent  registra- 
tion may  continue  as  long  as  a  good  record  is  maintained  in  the  dental 
curriculum  and  in  the  graduate  courses  pursued. 

Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  is  awarded  upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  four-year  curriculum  in  dentistry. 

HONORS 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  the  University  of  Illinois  at  the  Medical 
Center  may  recommend  a  student  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  for 
graduation  with  high  honors  if  his  grade-point  average  in  all  studies 
presented  for  the  degree  is  not  less  than  4.75,  or  graduation  with 
honors  if  his  grade-point  average  in  all  studies  presented  for  the  degree 
is  not  less  than  4.35.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

ANATOMY 

311.  Human  Gross  Anatomy  —  Dissection  of  the  human  body,  con- 
sideration of  development  of  organ  systems.  X-ray  anatomy.  First  year, 
FW. 

313.  Human  Neuroanatomy  —  Gross  and  microscopic  structure,  de- 
velopment of  the  central  nervous  system.  First  year,  S. 

ANATOMY,  ORAL 

312.  Oral  Anatomy  —  Functional  anatomy  of  the  face  and  feeding 
apparatus.  The  structural  composite  is  studied  as  an  adaptive  product 
of  organic  evolution.  First  year,  FW. 

BIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY 

311.  Biological  Chemistry  —  Chemistry  and  metabolism  of  the  major 
body  constituents.  First  year,  F. 

341.  Biological  Chemistry  —  A  course  in  biochemistry  dealing  with 
dental  problems.  Fourth  year,  F. 

DIAGNOSIS,  ORAL 

Note:  The  courses  taught  in  the  Department  of  Oral  Diagnosis  are 
grouped  into  two  categories;  (1)  Diagnosis  and  Medicine  and  (2) 
Community  Dentistry.  The  courses  are  listed  under  the  two  headings. 

Diagnosis  and  Medicine 

331.  Diganosis,  Oral,  and  Treatment  Planning  —  Students  are  taught 
identification  of  the  common  pathological  processes  of  local  and  sys- 
temic origin,  recognition  of  abnormalities  which  occur  in  the  oral 
cavity  and  methods  of  treatment.  Evaluation  of  the  "total"  patient 
through  detailed  dental  and  medical  histories.  Clinical  findings,  labora- 
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tory  tests,  radiographs  and  study  models  are  utilized  by  the  students 
in  formulating  a  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  treatment  plan  for  the 
individual  patient.  Lecture,  laboratory  and  clinical  practice.  Weekly 
laboratory  periods  are  devoted  to  an  interdepartmental  approach  to 
the  study  of  the  various  concepts  of  occlusion  and  their  application  to 
oral  diagnosis  and  treatment  planning.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Diagnosis,  Oral,  and  Treatment  Planning  — A  continuation  of 
the  clinical  approach  to  patient  evaluation  as  described  in  course  331. 
Fourth  year,  FWS. 

335.  Pharmacology  —  The  principles  of  pharmacology  are  presented 
with  special  emphasis  on  drugs  used  for  preoperative  medication  and 
the  management  of  pain.  Pharmacodynamics,  nomenclature,  classifica- 
tion, and  therapeutics,  including  prescription  writing  are  covered. 
Applied  anesthesiology  is  emphasized  in  a  clerkship  program  in  the 
University  of  Illinois  Hospitals  designed  to  give  the  student  exposure 
to  application  of  clinical  drug  therapy.  Third  year,  FWS. 

347.  Medicine,  General  and  Oral  —  Lectures  on  the  signs  and  symp- 
toms of  oral  and  systemic  disease  and  on  the  practice  of  dentistry  in 
the  hospital.  Includes  an  elective  course  in  "hospital  ward  rounds." 
Fourth  year,  FW. 

Community  Dentistry 

311.  History  of  Dentistry  —  Early  and  contemporary  history  of  the 
profession,  including  library  research.  First  year,  F. 

336.  Professional  Practice  —  Lectures  on  preventive  dentistry  and 
dental  public  health.  This  sequence  emphasizes  the  dentist's  role  in 
preventing  dental  disease  and  the  relationship  of  the  private  practi- 
tioner to  the  broad  parameter  of  public  health.  Third  year.  FW. 

337.  Preventive  Medicine  —  Principles  of  prevention  of  disease  by 
individual  professional  practitioners  and  through  community  measures. 
Definition  of  disease  and  classification  by  causation.  Role  of  epidemi- 
ology in  the  collection  and  interpretation  of  essential  information  and  to 
evaluate  results  of  preventive  measures.  Discussion  of  the  role  of  the  den- 
tist in  nondental  diseases  of  concern  to  the  community.  Third  year,  S. 

338.  Special  Patient  Care  —  Lectures  by  medical  and  dental  consul- 
tants on  the  special  dental  patient,  including  reference  to  the  geriatric, 
emotionally  disturbed,  chronically  ill,  and  handicapped.  Third  year.  S. 

342.  Professional  Practice  —  Jurisprudence  and  practice  administra- 
tion are  the  basic  components  of  this  two-quarter  lecture  course.  Fourth 
year,  FW. 
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ENDODONTICS 

321.  Endodontics  Technics  —  Biologic  and  mechanical  principles  in 
endodontics  with  special  emphasis  on  root  canal  therapy.  The  techni- 
nical  aspects  of  root  canal  therapy  are  performed  in  the  technic  labora- 
tory on  extracted  teeth  under  simulated  mouth  conditions.  Students 
are  oriented  toward  clinical  endodontics  through  lectures  and  demon- 
strations. Second  year,  S. 

331.  Endodontology,  Advanced  —  Lectures  on  the  etiology,  diagno- 
sis, pathology,  and  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  dental  pulp  and  peri- 
apical tissues.  Principles,  methods,  procedures,  and  results  of  endodon- 
tic treatment.  The  management  of  special  endodontic  problems  in 
clinical  practice.  Third  year,  F. 

335.  Endodontics  Clinics  —  Clinical  experience  is  gained  in  endo- 
dontic treatment.  Third  year,  FWS. 

345.  Endodontics  Clinics  —  Further  clinical  experience  in  endodon- 
tic treatment.  Fourth  year,  FWS. 

FIXED  PARTIAL  PROSTHODONTICS 

311.  Basic  Technics  —  Introduction  to  physical  and  chemical  proper- 
ties of  dental  materials  and  development  of  basic  technical  skills.  First 
year,  W. 

321.  Fixed  Partial  Prosthodontics  Technics  —  Fundamental  technics 
in  the  construction  of  fixed  partial  denture  prostheses.  Restoration  on 
models  and  manikins  of  lost  tooth  structure  with  crowns  and  the  re- 
placement of  missing  teeth  with  fixed  partial  dentures.  Second  year,  WS. 

331.  Fixed  Partial  Prosthodontics  Clinics  —  Clinical  practice  in  res- 
toration of  partially  destroyed  teeth  with  crowns  and  the  replacement 
of  missing  teeth  with  fixed  partial  dentures.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Fixed  Partial  Prosthodontics  Clinics  —  Additional  clinical  prac- 
tice in  treating  more  complex  cases  of  partially  edentulous  patients 
employing  more  advanced  technics.  Fourth  year,  FWS. 

HISTOLOGY 

311.  Histology  — A  general  course  in  histology  designed  for  the 
dental  student's  understanding  of  the  microscopic  structure,  function, 
and  maintenance  of  the  tissue  with  which  he  will  be  working.  The 
course  includes  microscopic  and  submicroscopic  structure  and  inter- 
relationship of  cells  and  intercellular  substances.  The  basic  tissues 
and  the  maintenance  of  them  in  the  various  organs  and  systems  of  the 
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body  are  studied  with  special  emphasis  on  the  teeth  and  oral  tissues 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  course.  First  year,  FWS. 

MICROBIOLOGY 

321.  Microbiology  —  The  nature,  classification,  and  relationship  of 
living  disease  agents,  control  of  microbial  populations,  principles  of 
disinfection  and  sterilization,  action  of  sulfonamides  and  antibiotics, 
natural  and  acquired  mechanisms  of  immunity  and  hypersensitivity, 
consideration  of  infectious  diseases  of  bacterial,  mycotic,  protozoan, 
and  viral  etiology,  special  emphasis  on  epidemiology  and  systemic 
diseases  with  oral  manifestations,  factors  affecting  the  oral  microbiota 
in  health  and  disease.  Second  year,  W. 

OPERATIVE  DENTISTRY 

311.  Operative  Dentistry  Technics  — An  introduction  to  the  basic 
principles  of  operative  dentistry  which  accentuates  the  biological 
process  of  dental  caries,  various  geometric  forms  of  cavity  preparation, 
and  the  indications  for  restorative  dental  materials.  First  year,  S. 

321.  Operative  Dentistry  Technics  —  Continuation  of  the  academic 
and  technical  procedures  in  311.  This  preclinical  course  simulates 
clinical  situations  with  the  utilization  of  models  and  manikins.  Den- 
tal materials  such  as  direct  and  cast  gold,  anterior  restorative  materials, 
and  silver  amalgam  are  discussed  in  detail.  Ultra-speed  technics  are 
reviewed  preliminary  to  introduction  of  clinical  procedures.  Preven- 
tive, interceptive  and  control  aspects  of  dentistry  are  integrated  in 
the  course  to  emphasize  current  and  ever  changing  trends  in  patient 
management.  Second  year,  FW. 

331.  Operative  Dentistry  Clinics  —  Programmed  actual  clinical  prac- 
tice with  patients.  Chairside  instruction  is  employed  to  emphasize  the 
correlation  of  basic  science  background  to  treatment  rationale.  Ad- 
vanced operative  techniques  are  introduced  commensurate  with  the 
demonstrable  abilities  of  the  individual  student.  Periodontal  cast  pin 
prothesis,  ephebodontics,  and  electrosurgical  techniques  are  demon- 
strated prior  to  an  integrated  restorative  program.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Operative  Dentistry  Clinics  —  A  comprehensive  patient  care 
course  based  upon  an  interdisciplinary  restorative  program  which  em- 
phasizes the  total  patient  is  used  to  guide  the  student  in  development 
of  his  professional  maturity.  All  aspects  and  current  technics  compati- 
ble with  patients'  needs  consistent  with  treatment  in  the  general  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  are  included  for  student  exposure.  Fourth  year,  FWS. 
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ORTHODONTICS 

311.  Orthodontics  —  Osteology  of  the  head,  muscle  function,  growth 
and  development  of  jaws  and  teeth,  introduction  to  research  in  growth 
studies,  functions  of  the  temporomandibular  joint  and  teeth  in  animals 
and  man,  start  of  growth  observation  series.  First  year,  W. 

331.  Orthodontics  —  Orthopedic  principles,  etiology  of  malocclusion, 
preventive  and  interceptive  principles,  diagnosis  and  case  analysis;  con- 
tinuation of  growth  observation  series.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Orthodontics  —  Presentation  of  cases  showing  records  taken, 
analysis,  prognosis,  treatment,  and  results;  clinic  experience.  Fourth 
year,  FWS. 


PATHOLOGY 

321.  Pathology,  General  —  The  basic  principles  of  pathologic  proc- 
esses are  taught  in  5  main  categories;  namely,  (1)  abnormality  of  cell 
growth  and  neoplasia,  (2)  hematological  and  lymphatic  disorders, 
(3)  degeneration  or  regressive  changes,  (4)  circulatory  disturbances, 
and  (5)  inflammation  and  repair.  Pathological  conditions  affecting 
individual  anatomical  units,  such  as  specific  organs  or  systems  are  used 
as  illustrative  examples  for  the  teaching  of  these  basic  pathological 
principles.  In  addition  to  lectures  and  laboratory  exercises,  studying 
gross  and  microscopic  specimens,  seminars  in  the  form  of  panel  dis- 
cussion, small  group  discussion  and  clinico-pathological  conferences  are 
essential  activities  of  this  course.  There  are  also  regularly  scheduled 
independent  study  periods  in  which  the  students  can  seek  informal 
discussion  with  instructors  or  use  the  programmed  audio-visual  aids 
for  learning  at  their  own  speed.  Second  year,  FW. 


PATHOLOGY,  ORAL 

325.  Pathology,  Oral  —  Lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory.  This 
course  emphasizes  the  understanding  of  how  disease  processes  manifest 
themselves  and  develop  in  and  near  the  oral  cavity.  Clinico-pathologic 
correlation  and  diagnosis  are  stressed.  The  laboratory  work  includes 
the  study  of  histopathologic  material  from  patients  in  the  context  of 
the  symptoms,  signs  and  radiographic  changes  produced  or  likely  to 
be  produced.  Second  year,  S. 

PEDODONTICS 

311.  Pedodontics  —  Introduction  to  dentistry  for  children.  General 
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body  growth  and  development,  jaw  growth  and  maturation,  and  de- 
velopment of  occlusion.  Clinic  demonstrations  of  dental  health  prob- 
lems of  the  child  patient.  First  year,  W. 

331.  Pedodontics  —  Laboratory  instruction  and  experience  with  com- 
mon pedodontic  appliances.  Clinical  restorative  and  therapeutic  care 
of  children's  teeth.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Pedodontics  —  Clinical  experience  in  all  phases  of  dentistry 
for  children.  Management  of  the  child  patient,  space  maintenance, 
pulp  therapy,  caries  control  methods,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  plan- 
ning. Fourth  year,  FW. 


PERIODONTICS 

321.  Periodontics  —  Lectures  and  laboratory  exercises  in  the  classi- 
fication, etiology,  diagnosis,  pathology,  and  methods  of  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  tissues  which  surround,  support,  and  attach  the  teeth. 
Clinical  exercises  and  practice  in  oral  hygiene  and  prophylaxis.  Second 
year,  WS. 

331.  Periodontics  Clinics  —  Lectures  covering  the  systemic  interre- 
lationships of  periodontal  disease.  All  methods  of  treating  periodontal 
disease  are  carried  out  on  clinic  patients.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Periodontics  Clinics  —  Seminars  covering  diagnosis,  treatment 
planning,  and  current  periodontal  literature.  Further  clinical  expe- 
rience is  gained  in  the  treatment  of  periodontal  disease.  Fourth  year, 
FWS. 


PHYSIOLOGY 

321.  Physiology  —  A  systematic  survey  of  mammalian  physiology 
with  special  reference  to  man.  Major  concepts  underlying  the  homeo- 
static  function  of  the  various  body  systems  are  emphasized.  The  labora- 
tory includes  a  variety  of  experiments  of  special  interest  to  dental 
students  as  well  as  experience  in  the  use  of  scientific  method  in  de- 
riving physiological  knowledge.  Second  year,  F. 

PROSTHODONTICS 

311.  Prosthodontic  Technics  —  Theory  and  method  of  restoring  the 
masticatory  function  of  the  completely  edentulous  patient  with  a  con- 
sideration of  the  biologic  aspect  of  denture  prosthesis.  First  year,  S. 

321.  Prosthodontic  Technics  —  Theory  and  method  of  restoring  the 
masticatory  function  of  the  partially  edentulous  patient  with  a  con- 
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sideration  of  the  biologic  aspect  of  denture  prosthesis.  Second  year,  FS. 

331.  Prosthodontic  Clinics  —  Clinical  practice  of  restoring  com- 
pletely and  partially  edentulous  patients  with  complete  dentures  and 
removable  partial  dentures.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Prosthodontic  Clinics  —  Continuation  of  clinical  practice  with 
consideration  of  unusual  mouth  conditions,  including  immediate  den- 
ture service  and  obturators  stressing  the  development  of  the  individual 
judgment  and  responsibility  of  the  student.  Fourth  year,  FWS. 

RADIOLOGY,   DENTAL 

311.  Radiology  (Oral  Health  Program)  —  Methodology  and  philos- 
ophy of  oral  diagnosis.  Students  participate  as  patients  in  clinical  and 
radiographic  examination.  Introduction  to  principles  of  ionizing  radia- 
tion and  its  control.  Principles  of  intraoral  radiographic  techniques. 
First  year,  F. 

321.  Radiology  —  Introduction  to  diagnostic  radiology;  physical 
principles  of  radiation  and  its  control,  interpretation  of  normal  radio- 
graphic anatomy  of  the  head.  Standard  extraoral  and  intraoral  radio- 
graphic anatomy  of  the  head.  Standard  extroral  and  intraoral  projec- 
tions and  darkroom  procedures  are  demonstrated.  Students  execute 
all  clinical  procedures  under  close  staff  supervision.  Second  year,  F. 

331.  Radiology  —  Radiographic  interpretation  and  evaluation  of 
pathologic  changes  in  the  face  and  jaws;  differential  diagnosis  of 
disease  entities.  Students  are  required  to  perform  all  radiographic 
examinations  with  minimum  supervision.  Third  year,  FWS. 

341.  Radiology  —  Applied  principles  of  radiology,  utilization  and 
interpretation  of  plain  and  special  extraoral  radiographs  in  oral  diag- 
nosis, evaluation  of  dental  x-ray  equipment  and  methods  of  radiation 
control.  For  his  clinical  requirements,  the  student  must  make  two 
complete  intraoral  examinations  and  two  extraoral  projections,  and 
must  write  a  complete  radiographic  analysis  of  the  two  cases.  Fourth 
year,  FWS. 

SURGERY,  ORAL 

321.  Anesthesiology  —  Lectures  on  the  pharmacology  of  anesthetic 
agents  and  the  anatomical  basis  for  injection  techniques.  Second  year,  S. 

331.  Surgery,  Oral  —  Lectures  on  history  taking,  oral  examination, 
diagnosis,  aseptic  technique,  instrumentation,  operative  techniques, 
and  postoperative  care;  orientation  of  the  student  in  clinical  proce- 
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dures  of  exodontia  and  minor  oral  surgery.  Course  also  includes  a 
lecture  sequence  on  oncology.  Third  year,  WS. 

341.  Surgery,  Oral  —  Continuation  of  Oral  Surgery  331.  Lectures  on 
the  fundamental  principles  of  surgery.  Diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
acquired  and  congenital  deformities,  traumatic  inflammatory  and  neo- 
plastic lesions  of  the  oral  cavity  and  adjacent  structures.  Special  em- 
phasis on  the  neoplastic  lesions  includes  various  phases  of  diagnosis, 
treatment,  and  public  health  aspects  of  the  cancer  problem,  including 
surgical  and  radiological  management,  and  rehabilitation  of  the  can- 
cer patient.  The  psychological  problems  encountered  are  considered 
and  the  role  of  the  dentist  in  cancer  detection  and  adjunctive  care  of 
the  cancer  patient  is  stressed.  Clinical  operation  continues,  with  stu- 
dents assigned  to  more  advanced  work.  Students  are  assigned  in  groups 
to  visit  the  University  of  Illinois  Hospitals  and  Cook  County  Hospital 
for  observation  of  treatment  for  complicated  cases.  Fourth  year,  FWS. 

345.  Anesthesiology  —  Laboratory  procedures  are  utilized  to  demon- 
strate the  physiological  changes  that  occur  under  general  anesthesia. 
In  addition,  the  course  includes  discussions  of  the  chemical,  pharma- 
cological, and  physiological  responses  to  the  metabolic  interrelation- 
ship between  these  anesthetic  agents  and  premedicating  drugs.  Fourth 
year,  W.

POSTGRADUATE  EDUCATION  AND  SPECIALTY  TRAINING 

Postgraduate  programs  are  offered  by  the  College  of  Dentistry  to 
dental  graduates  who  wish  to  qualify  for  practice  in  one  of  the  special 
branches  of  dentistry.  Seven  areas  preparing  graduates  for  specialty 
practice  are  available  at  this  College.  These  include  endodontics,  oral 
pathology,  oral  surgery,  orthodontics,  pedodontics,  periodontics,  and 
prosthodontics.  The  postgraduate  programs  are  consistent  with  the 
national  specialty  boards,  the  State  of  Illinois  licensure  requirements,, 
and  are  accredited  by  the  Council  on  Dental  Education  of  the  Ameri- 
can Dental  Association. 

Programs  leading  to  the  Master  of  Science  degree  are  also  available 
through  the  Graduate  College.  Three  clinical  departments  offer  the 
M.S.  degree  directly;  namely,  Oral  Surgery,  Orthodontics  and  Pedo- 
dontics. All  other  clinical  departments  with  postgraduate  specialty 
courses  conduct  concurrent  programs  for  qualified  candidates  in  which 
the  M.S.  degree  is  conferred  by  the  Graduate  College  in  a  basic  science 
discipline  and  the  specialty  certificate  is  conferred  by  the  appropriate 
dental  clinical  department. 

Since  the  number  of  positions  available  for  postgraduate  specialty 
preparation  is  limited,  only  candidates  with  quality  dental  school 
records  can  be  admitted.  It  is  obvious  that  an  undergraduate  contem- 
plating a  career  as  a  dental  specialist  must  strive  for  excellence  of 
achievement  as  a  dental  student. 

Continuation  courses  which  meet  regularly  on  a  weekly  or  monthly 
basis  are  available  for  dental  practitioners  who  wish  to  join  a  study 
club  group.  Specific  courses  can  also  be  set  up  on  a  continuation 
basis  upon  the  request  of  an  interested  group  of  dental  practitioners 
or  a  study  club. 

Study  club  groups  which  meet  regularly  on  a  weekly  or  monthly 
basis  are  encouraged  for  dental  practitioners  who  wish  to  pursue  their 
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continuing  education  in  depth  in  a  particular  area  of  dental  knowl- 
edge and  skill.
